Monday when President Frank¬ 
lin Delano Roosevelt was sworn 
in for his third term. This is 
the first man i n United States 
history to fill three terms, 12 
yi rs in the Presidential chair. 

Naturally Canadians were v't 
ally interested in Ihe cer-.mouy, 
and listened at radios while the 
parade of cars and army and 
navy officials journeyed to the 
White House, listened to swear 
ing in ceremonies conducted by 
Chas, Evans Hughes the White- 
beaided Chief Justice and 
thrilled as the President concl¬ 
uded his taking of the oath of 
office with solemnity and say¬ 
ing "So help me God.” The 
cheer that was heard following 
this proved that most of the 
75,000 people assembled to see 
and hear the ceremonies were 
whole hearted in their acclaim¬ 
ing the third term. 

In his inaugural address tlie 
President left no question as to 
his stand on the aid to Britain 
subject. Reaffirming his prev¬ 
ious utterances that democ¬ 
racy was seriously threatened 
by the dictator rations of the 
world he pledged himself as 
.’resident and urged the people 
to pledge themselves as citizens 
to safeguard as never before 
the freedom, liberty and birth¬ 
right that was theirs a nation 
of free and happy people. 

That the past eight years 
have taken much out of the life 
of President Roosevelt is sh ;wit 
in photos of his inauguration 
in 33, 37 and on Monday. The . 
same kindly face and winning 
rrnile are there, but there are 
more gray hairs, heavier lines 
and a. decidedly more seriaus 
and thoughtful look on the face 
of the President and only he 
and his family, know the price 
he lias paid in thought and 
study of the problems of his 
ration and the world during his 
terms of office. If United States 
made history in electing him 
for a third term, the President 
has shown a. willingness to sac¬ 
rifice again for the welfare of 
the nation and its people. May 
his new term be as successful 
as his past two and may he feel 
a measure of satisfaction in 
serving- his people as he gives 
of himsplf to their problems 
and needs.

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WEEKLY LETTER 


THE SEASON OF 1940 


The average farmer and even 
an editor takes time out to re¬ 
flect on past events or perform 
ances. When these events a licet 
the livelihood, favourable or ot¬ 
herwise, a person is apt to re¬ 
flect deeper to find out why and 
how. In his reflections, the ed¬ 
itor of the “Weekly Letter" has 
found that the past crop season 
throughout Southern Alberta 
had its usual points of interest. 

Summer- fallows at Leth¬ 
bridge went into Lhe winter wf 
1939-40 with the soil moist to 
about 4 feet. Thei ; was less 
soil moisture to the cast oi 
Lethbridge, while we*-, lo the 
foothills most fallow 0 vore wet 
to a depth of (i feet or more. 
The soil in stubble fields was 
moist to a depth of about 1.3 
feet at the Lethbridge Exper¬ 
imental Station. 

The winter of 1939 10 was 
mild but the early spring was 
unusually wet over the entire 
district. Precipitation at Leth¬ 
bridge totalled 1.74 inch js from 
March 31 to May o inclusive. 

This added materially to the 
soil moisture. Borings made at 
the Station about the 10th of 
May showed that fallows we > 
moist down to horn 5 to 6 fo 0 
or more and stubble, down to 
about 3 feet. 

The presence of tills rese 
of soil moisture was very foi 
tunate or the period from May 
6 to July 27 was dr v with but 
2.17 inches of rain during th 
81 days, almost all in the form 
of light shower*!. The soil moist 
ure„ together with the little 
raip that was received kept the 
crops growing until the jast

’the moisture and cron con¬ 
ns escribed as the* prev¬ 
ailed at the Expei mental Stat 
ion were similar to conditions 
in the territory east of Leth¬ 
bridge and south of the Bow 
a ud South Saskatchewan rivers. 
More rain was received west of 
Lethbridge and north of the 
Bow and South Saskatchewan 
rivers with the result that crops 
were better in those areas. 

August, being dry and warm, 
furnished an ideal period for 
harvesting grain and stacking 
the second crop of alfalfa in 
the south. The heat promoted 
a rapid growth of corn beans 
beets and other hes. lovu.g 
plants and hastened maturity 
of grain in nor .born localities 
where t ho heavy crops were 
late in ripening. The favourable 
weather except for some show¬ 
ers continued throughout Sept¬ 
ember and October at Leth¬ 
bridge and remained warm 
with no frost until October 13. 
t his permitted lata crops to 
mature especially melons, can- 
eloupes and oth. • long season 
crops. Sugar beets made a dec¬ 
ided growth in September and 
early October, which undoubt¬ 
edly contributed to unusually 
high yields.
